The letter of Secretary Noble to 


Chairman Wheeler, denying that he re- 
fused to comply with the committee's 
request to furnish certain correspond- 
ence was placed in the record. 


Mr. Enloe then referred to the letter 


written by Gen. Dugan to Gen. Bussey, 
in which Gen. Dugan applied rather un- 
complimentary terms to the latter. 
Mr. Hnloo said the question of striking 
it out of the record had never been de- 
cided upon. He sent Examiner WUcox 
to Qen. Bussey for the letter, but Gen. 
Bussey refused to furnish it, and Mr. 
Enloe understood that Gen. Bussey had 
destroyed it. 


Mr. Tanner testified that Gen. Bussey 


had called upon him some time ago at 
his office and asked him why he let tho 
letter go out, as it was his (Bussay's) 
personal property and he did not want 
it published. 
Gen. Bussoy said he had 


placed it in the files for safe keeping 
but it was his personal property. 


Wm. II. Webster, chief cleric of the 


civil service commission, was called and

Eelatlnc to El eotrio Plants 


Electric Apparatus and 


Appliances. 


and 


Be It Ordained by the Uity Council of 


the City of Decatur: 
SECTION l. That every and all person, per- 
son*, or corporation owning, operating, or 
con- 
trol Hug electric light plants, electic power 
plants, electric street railways and electric ap- 
paratus and appliances, ot auy klud or cb&rac- 
,whatever, aud all otUcers, agents, employes, 
whonis 
servants, aud all persons whomsoever aid] 
assisting, or In any manner connected «.„ 
electriclinUt plants, eleotilc power plants, elec- 
trfo street railways and electric apparatus and 
appliances shall comply with me following rules 
pertaining thereto, which said rules are set 
lorth as follows; 


DYNAMOS AND MOTOHS. 


Rule I, Dynamos andmotors.exceptine motors 
attached to street cira, shall be located in dry 
places uot exposed to livings of combustible 
material and must be insulated upon dry wood 
properly tilled so as to prevent absorption ol 
molature. They must be kept thoroughly clean 
aud dry. They must be provided with a reliable 
automatic regulating device or a competent per- 
son roust be in attendance near the machine 
whenever it is tn operation. 
SECONDARY UKNKHATOR3 OR CONVERT EBB, 


Rule 2. Secondary generators or converters 
ihall not be placed ItisTde of any building- They 
may be placed on the outer walla when in plain 
sight and easy ol access, but shall be thoroughly 
insulated from them.

The Chinese Minister and the Exclu- 
sion Act. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—The Chinese 


minister was asked if he had anything 
new In regard to the lately approved 
Chines* exclusion act. lie said that ho 
had received nothing- from his govern- 
ment in regard to tho matter and there- 
fore he had nothing1 fvirther to com- 
municate.

agers. Tho discontent 1ms been grow- 
ing1 for several weeks, and was openly 
manifested at a meeting- of the train- 
ing1 school board Saturday. The board 
comprises Dr. R. C. Olin, Dr. C. PT 
Sterling, Clfuvolaml Hunt and Mrs. A. 
E. F. White. Miss Rosa Simmons, who 
was chosen as 
spokesman for the 


nurses, appeared before the board and 
in vigorous terms set 
forth 
their 


grievanees. The board was taken com- 
pletely by surprise. 
Miss Simmons enu- 


merated several instances in which the 
nurses considered that they had been 
shamefully treated. In regard to the 
hospital bill of fare she said that fresh 
TCpetables 
were comparatively un- 


known, the meat was g-onorally very 
poor in quality and far too brief in 
quantity. There was too much mutton 
stew and too little roast beef. Cream 
was unheard of, while the milk served 
was so blue that it seemed to be out of 
health, lint there was a superabund- 
ance of beans. This fashionable Bos- 
ton viand was served in every con- 
ceivable form and on every conceivable 
occasion. Flabby sausages were served 
in July 
and 
overlooked in Janu- 


ary. Of fruit they have none unless 
thev buy it ova of their own weekly al- 
lowance of three dollars. 


The board asserts that the fiiult lies 


with the cooks, and will order an in- 
vestigation. It is thought that when 
the matter reaches the cars of Senator 
McMillan, who is now in Washington, 
immediate steps will be taken to cor- 
rect the abuses.

The 
left leg of Mr. Martin was caught by the 
top of the elevator as it descended 
and it was 
seriously 
injured, 
but 


there were no fractures. One leg was 
skinned to the ankle, and there is a cut 
on Mr. Martin's head. One sleeve of hia 
overcoat was torn off, and the tails of the 
coat were partly torn off. Mr. Martin 
got attention in Dr. King's oflloe on the 
second floor, and subsequently attended 
the Qold Cure meeting, bat becoming 
sick he went home in a street car. He 
was unable to walk. To-day he ia navi- 
gating with a pair of crutches. Mr. Mar- 
tin and Mr. Norman who were in differ- 
ent positions at the time nt the accident 
relate different versions of the iniahnp.

Kelly "Not in It" From the Start, and 


Quite "Out o» It" at the Close— 


The Winner Challenged by 


George Dixon. 


NEW YORK, May 10.—Bill Plimmer, 


the 110-pound champion pngil.st of En- 
gland, last night made a showing as a. 
boxer at the Coney Island Athletic 
club, that stamped him as a. wonder- 
fully clever little man. His opponent 
was Tommy Kelly, the Harlem "Spi- 
der." Altogether there were about 1,000 
persons in the big house, and those who 
were present saw a fine exhibition. The 
work that the fighters did was of the 
hottest kind from the start and ap- 
plause rang out at almost every punch. 


Al Smith 
was 
the referee, Fred 


Burns, the announcer, and Bob Stoll, 
the club time-keeper. Kelly was sec- 
onded by Jimmy Carroll, Jack Quinn 
and Pete Black, Kelly's backer. 
In 


rummer's corner were Charlie Norton, 
of Newark; Denny Murphy and Charlie 
Johnston, John L. Sullivan's backer. 


The men were in the ring sharp at 9 


o'clock. Kelly scaled at 1<W pounds 
and Plimmer at 108X. Kelly's light 
•weight added to the fear that he was 
too fine, but few people knew of it, and 
Kelly was the favorite in the betting 
up to the call of "time" by 4 to 3. 


From the very start Kelly was out of 


it, as a tatician. Ho attempted to force 
the fight in the first three rounds, but 
he was always met with a straight 
punch that had him bleeding from the 
nose and mouth before the third round 
was over. After that Kelly kept away 
and followed the ropes from one angle 
to another, with Plimmer after him nil 
the time. 
Kelly's hands were quick 


enough, however. 
He let left and 


right go, one after the other, but 
Plimmer 
is a great youngster to 


duck his head, 
and 
most of the 


Harlem 
lad's 
blows 
went 
wild. 


Once in a while Kelly landed on the 


side of Plimmcr's head, but not until 
the force of his blows had been ex- 
pended. He kept I'Kmmcr active, how- 
ever, until the ninth round, when the 
Englishman floored him with a right- 
hander on the neck. Kelly's head went 
against the staging with a thump, but 
he got up gamely and did some fast in- 
fighting after that.
